For my part; I laughat thoſe Px- 
dants, that have no (tronger arguments to prove 
 whatthey lay,then co alledge, rhar *ris a Maxim , 
as it rheir Mayxims were more certain , than their 
other propoſitions, However, Vle belieye them, if 
they ſhew mea wiring 4, W924 — 
not be queſtioned or doubred of, in which all 
the world agrees ; or that hath been revealed ro 
us from above; otherwiſe, I laugh ar them,  Fot 
"tis eake £9 proveall things, when one -adjuſts 
rhe principles to rhe opinions -and not opinions 
to principles. | Beſides, although- it were juſt 
to reſt ſarishedwith thoſe great mens opinions; 
and though I ſhould be forc'dcoallow, rhar the 
firkt Philoſophers have eftabliſhed theſe princi- 
ples , I would 'make them in their turn acknow- 
ledge, that thoſe Antients, no more than we, 
- have noralwaies written what they have believed. 
The Law and Religion of their Cogntry , hath 
often obliged them, to accommodate - their pre» 
cepts tothe polirick intent and neceſſity ;;here- 
fore one ought nor to believe a man-in any:thivg , 
bur whar is humane, thac is, poſhble.and ordina- 
ry. Toconclude, I admit nor char thereare any 
witches. unleſleſome body will proye it: If any 
one Can by ſtronger and more; enforcing reaſons 
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then my,own.demonſtrate it to me, you need no 
doubt, bur Vle ay to him, Sir, you are welcgm® 
to me, you are he thar I wiſhed for; I renounce 
my own opinions , and embrace yours.. - Other- 
wiſe, what adyantage would the wiſe man have 
"Ver the fool; if herhinks whar.che fool rhiupks 2? 

c ought to ſacishe'the vulgar , chat awiſe head 
feems ro acquieſte_the opinions of the greater 
number , without manaching his own reaſpn , 
chat chey may not have a torrent to teſiſt, Con+ 
crariwiſe, a Philoſopher ought ro judge the 

ulgar, and not judge like the -yulgar. However, 
| am not ſo unreaſonable, now that I have freed 

y ſelf from thecyranny of Agthortty , /as to 
{tabliſh my own without proofs. You'lrhere- 
ore pleaſe to permit me , To acquaint you with

I fancy , thar I have obſerved many very conlide-

Yow'l find , rthat'%is a very dull country fel- 
low , that hath not the wit co difintangle him- 
ſelf, from off the ſnares thar they intrap him in, 
whoſe underſtanding is ſo Rupihed with thegrear- 
nefſe of the danger , that he is not in a capacity 
co juſtifie himſelf, and dares nor give any. perti-

him ; for 'ris nor the way ro encourage any body 

ro ſerve him, thus to abandon his Creatures;

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fot thoſe thar are bur (pirirs heel make : grear 
rides. I have likewiſe obſerved that all theſe 
pretended Magitians , are ſo many b-ggars like 
rhe Diogeneſes, O heavens, is it they probable 
that a man would expoſe himſelfe ( upon the 
hopes to Centinue poor, hatred, andfamithed) ro 
ecernall fire, andro the continuall feares of being 
boiled in all places of Judicarure?

Is the Divelt ſo great a Leacher tg ſeck with ſo 
much ardor co couple whith women? Nano, bur . 
Ieafily gueſle the reaſon ,. A woman bath amore 
hckle braine then a man, and conſequently more 
ready to adventure in.a Comedy of this nature; 
ſhe1s in hopes /,. that by ſpcaling a lictle Latin,

Exorciſt declaims a prayer our of the Breviary, of 
which (in a manner) rhey gale the ſenſe by rheir 
often going over the ſame thing: bur ar other- 
rimes yowl ſee thera counterfit | madnelle, pre- 
rend to a perperuall diſtraion in rhe braine 
when they preach to them. Nevertheleſſe I have 
catchr ſome yery attentive , who watch for the 
verſe intheir hoyers thar they may give an anſwer 
ro thepurpoſe,(like thoſe that wil ting ar veſpers 
& know them nat) waking at the Gloria Parri &c. 
that they may gargle ir in their throats, and ſpew 
It out, That which I likewiſe find very pleaſant , 
15, |thecontemprs they entangle themſelves in , 
when rhzy mutt obey or nor obey.

I obſerve further, thar as rhe Prich raiſed 
his voice , the devill encreaſed his rage , often* 
times at words of very. little weight , onely be- 
cauſe he had ſpoke then ſomewhar louder.

Is true Iam a Mazarin, 'tis neither fear nor 
hopes that makes me ſo ingenuoully con- 
feſle ir , *cis the pleaſure thar I rake in a truth, 
when I pronounce it. Ilove ro make it known 
if notas muchas I can, at leaſtwiſe as much as ] 
dare; andI have ſuchan Antiparthy ro his adver- 
ſaries , that ro give them juſtly the lye, I cquld 
with agoodhearr come from t'other world, Na- 
cure cook ſo little care to make me agood Cour- 
tier-, thatſhe gave me bur one tongue, for my 
hearr,and for my fortune; if I had been deſirous 
ofthe Applauſes of Paris, or pretended to the 
Repuration of being Eloquent , I ſhould haye 
writ in favour of the fingers, becauſe there is no- 
thing more Eahe to perſwade the people , then 
that whichis eafie to belieye : Bur as there is no- 
thing too, that more ſhow a vulgar ſoul, then to 
be of. the ſam2opinion with the vulgar, Irefiſt as 
mnch as 49-9” che rapidity ofthe torrent, thar 1 
may not be carried away with the ſtream: pr 
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begin , Ideclare ro you once more that I am a 
Mazarin. I am not however ſo nnreaſonable; as 
not to declare to you the cauſe why I berook my 
ſelfe ro your party: know then, thar t*'was becauſe 
I found ic the Juſtelt , and becauſe 'cis cruethar 
nothing can acquirt usof the obedience we owe 
to Our lawfull Soveraign : for however the ſlin- 
gers flone us for it , I pretend ro returne it 
them ſo ſmartly, that Vle drive them from all the 
Forrs that their calumny hath reared againit his 
Eminence. The firit ching that in vaine the 
Poers of Por: nexf ler fly (againit the repuration 
of this great Perſon ) was the alleadging that he 
was an Iralian : To thar I anſwer ( not to theſe 
Heroes of blotted Paper, bur ro reaſonable Per- 
ſons that deſerve to be diſabuſed) that an honeſt 
man1s neither a French man, a Dutch man, nor a 
Spaniard ; heis a Coſlmopolite a Cirizen, of the 
world , and his Country is every where : bur 1 
grant that the Cardinall 1s a ſtranger; are we not 
the more obliged 'to him thar he will leave his 
domeltick Gods, ro defend ours ? Beſides if he 
were a naturall Sicilian (as rhey believe) he is nor 
for all that a vaſiail of the King of Spain ; for 
Hiſtory 15 witnefle thar our Lillies haye mere 
right cothe ſoveraignity of chat ſtate , rhen the 
Caſtles of Cafiile, | 
Bur rhey are yery ill inform'd 'of his Cradle ; 


' for alchough che hy of the Mazarins was Oti- 


ginally Sicilians, the Cardinal was bornin Rome, 
and fince he is Cirizen of a neuter rowne , he 
might conſequently <gage himſelfe for rbe in- 
rereſt of that nation he pleaſed ro make choice of: 


'ris well known thar the people of Rome ., and 
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the nobles and Cardinals do thus rake upon them 
the particular proreRion of a king or Prince, or 
a Republique : there are ſome chat hold for 
France , others for Spaine, and others for other 
Soveraignes , and his Eminence embracing rhe 
jultnefle of our Cauſe, hath followed the exam- 
ple of the -Almighty , who alwayes eſpouſes rhe 
intereſt of the juſt. Certainly the happy ſucceſles 
of our Armies , hath well enough ſhowedborh 
che Excellency of his choice, and the juſtneſſe of 
our cauſe, and our kingdome ſwelling under his 
Adminiftration hath witneſled that for his ſake 
heaven harch undertaken our quarrel; and indeed 
almoſt all choſe thar delired his departure, have 
ſince been found Penſioners to the Enemies of 
this Crowne; and the gloxjous aRions of our 


great Cardinal, which multiply his rayes, hath I: 


plainly ſhowed char his luſtre dazeling and hurt- 
ing their eyes , they have imitated the woolvs in 
che Fable, rhat promiſed che fheep nor to meddle 
with them, if they would ſendaway the dog from 
their ſheepe-fold. 

Well, theſe State-reformers (who cover their 
black deſigns with the Cloak of publique Benefit) 
havenothing elſe ro ſay but that the Cardinal is 
an Italian, yeas. But what i'ft they complaine 
of? he advances none but French, and thoſe whoſe 
greatnefſe cannor have any Eclipſe ; he hath nor 
made any Creature, and we ſee at Cnurrt thirty 
] caliane| Perſons of quality of great families, ſome 
drawne hither by their neereneſſe of blood ro 
him, others by his renoune , that have been heer 
idle this ren yeares., becauſe he thought them 
not fit for rhe Kings ſervice. Inthe meane _ 
what 
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what wiſdome ſoever he. makes uſe of , in rhe 
Conduct of the Government, it doth nor pleaſe 
our Politique Citizens ; they cry down his Ad- 
miniſtration. Bur *cis no new thing for the un- 
fortunate to impure to the good fortune of 0- 
thers, the ill offices of their own.. In that 
envious humour that gnawes' them, they*l com- 

laine that rhey have nothing to complaine of: 
cauſe his Eminence hath raiſed no Creatures 
rhey call him ungrarefull; if he had advanced any, 
rhey would have accuſed him of ambition, Be- 
cauſe he hath carried our frontiers into 7raly,he is 
atraitor to .his owne country; and if he had nor 
led our armies that way , there had rhen been a 


/private underſtanding againſt 'ns between him 


and his Country-men: what way ſoever the glory 
of this kingdome is advance'r, his Eminence will 


_ alwayes beto blame, unleſſe his Enemies be let 


become great enough nor to envy him any longer. 
Let the fire of Calumnie uſe his violence againſt 
him as long as he pleaſes his Repurarion is a rock 
in the midſt of rhe billowes , that rhe wave: 
waſhes inſtead of ſhaking; and that very (trengrli 
that makes it able ro ſupport the burrhen of an 
Empire , will nor leave him when it concernes 
him ro beare injuries. The ſecond Barrerie that 
they rear againſt him aſſaults his birth: Whar, are 
we obliged ro inſtru rhoſe thar are voluntarily 
12norant ? muſt we teach them that onely pretend 
not to know thar the tamily of rhe Mazarins , 
whence came the Cardinals father,is not only one 
of the Moſt noble families , bur likewiſe of the 
beft allied in /ra/y;and rhar the Armes ofhis illu- 
trous Anceſtors are of rhe molt ancient that 
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Rome hath preſery*d the name of. The ignorance 
of fools would have a great promo » X we 
were obliged co hear pariently their contradicti- 
ons , to all the traths that they are unacquainted 
withall, The people of the Marker , and of the 
place Mazbert , will not agree to theſe truchs , 
that are ſo manifeſt ; bur theſe people would nor 
be of the'rout , if rhey could be truly informed 
of things, Beſides,*cis the cuſtom , where they 
find eminent vertues , above their reach, to re- 
venge- themſelves by ſlandering it. - Although 
Cardinall Richelies was well known , to come 
- fram one of the antienreſt Houſes in Poiron, char 


he was of kin torhe Lords of greateſt qualiry 


in France, and that our very Princes took part 
with him, inthe blood of their Anceſtors ; his 
Nobility was notwithſtanding queſtion'd. Such 
rales as theſe are never wanting, in ſeditious per- 
ſons mouths, who ſeek rodraw a pretence from 
every thing,todeny their obedience ro thoſe Ru- 
lers, that heaven harh placed over them. 

They proſecute himfurther, and accuſe him of 
rotecting the Cardinalls Barbarivs, Would it 
ave been for the honour of Fraxce, to have de- 

nyed thoſe ſacred perſons , thar implored our 
aid, the Nephews of a Pop? too, rhar all the time 
he reigned,was a true friend to Fraxce? Other Na- 
tions would have imputed this deniall , to a 
want of poiver to prote& them ; and this relti- 
mony of weakneſle , would ir nor have been of 
great prejudice to his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty , 
whoſe Empire is as much maintained by repura- 
cion, as by force ?

How often do we ſee good ſuccefs 
authoriſe ill conduRt > And I ſhould much more 
wonder , that , through the obſcurity of things 
rocome, a man could with the eyes of his un- 
derſtanding, diſpoſe of hazardous events , and by 
his diligence, guide the Reps of Fate. 
'When theſe praters have been repulſed in this 
aſſault , they charge him with a Palace thar he 
hath builc art Rome: Bur ler them know, that rhe 
leaſt Cardinall in the Court hath his Palace : 
Being a French Cardinall , the pomp of a Palace 
in Rome , is for the glory of France, as his mea- 
nefſe would be , inthe opinion of rhe Iralians, a 
ſhame. to our Nation, Some of our Kings (1 
ſpeak of the moſt Auguſt) have farniſhed Car- 
dinalls witch very confiderable ſanis', ro build 
their Palaces , upon condition,they would place 
our Lillies over the Portall.
